Support Current Rules

Current fishing regulations for the 
AuSable mainstream from Burton’s Land- 
ing to Wakeley Bridge were supported by 
most of the approximately 30 local guides 
and fishermen Who gathered iast Wednes- 
day in Lacey Stephan’s home on North 
Down River Road. 

In an informa) hand vote, 25 persons pre- 
ferred leaving the current resulations, the 
same. Current rules allow fishermen to only: 
keep fish from 8 to 12 inches (five a day 
limit) and above 16 inches (one a day limit). 
The slot size regulations are expiring this 
fall. 

One person voted to change the limit to 10 
inches and up (five a day limit). A proposal 
to narrow the slot limit from 8 to 12 inches to 
only two inches (either 8-10, 9-11, or 10-12) 
did not receive any support. Nor did anyone 
vote for a proposal to change that stretch of 
the river to no-kill regulations. A couple of 
persons attending the meeting did not vote. 

The Wednesday night meeting was the 
second gathering of local guides and fisher- 
men in response to a debate over new fish- 
ing regulations for the mainstream “Holy 
Water’”’ stretch. The issue rose to the sur- 
face recently with two petitions concerning 
regulations. 

One petition, initiated by Tom Opre, 
Detroit Free Press outdoor writer, calls for 
no-kill regulations. The petition gathered 
more than 300 signatures in eight days at 
Gates Lodge on the AuSable. The petition 
has signatures from Natural Resources 
Commission members and fishermen from 
sixteen states. 

The second petition, circulated in local 
sport shops and stores, opposes no-kill 
regulations. In two weeks, the second 
-petiton gathered about 600 signatures, 

At the Wednesday meeting, Opre said if 
your goal is to create a fishery where a large 
number of big trout are caught, no-kill 
regulations in the proper environment is the 
best way to achieve that goal, If your goal is 
to catch five trout a day, then obviously no- 
kill isn’t the best set of regulations to use, he 
said. \ 


‘We want the prerogative - the privilege - 
to keep a fish,” said Mike Wieland. ‘‘Proba- 
bly everyone here has caught and released 
fish, but if I hook one wrong I should be able 
to keep it rather than put it back in the river 
to die.” 

He said many of the people he guides en- 
joy catching fish and it doesn’t matter if 
they're not trophy-size. 

“Wien I go fishing, I imiid my own 
business and I’m easy to get along with,” 
said Duane LaMotte ‘All I want is a few fish 
for dinner.”’ 

LaMotte said if anyone told the catch and 
release fishermen to stop releasing fish, 
they wouldn’t like it. 

Opre said he has been a long-time advo- 
cate of no-kill and he started the petition to 
find out how many others would support no- 
kill on the mainstream AuSable. He told the 
local guides and fishermen there was no 
organized campaign behind the petition and 
the quick, favorable response of more than 
300 signatures had surprised him. 


The no-kill regulations were the main 
topic for the two-hour meeting. Other sub- 


jects tied into no-kill that were discussed in-. 


cluded the validity of a DNR creel census, 
the South Branch no-kill experiment, fish 
growth rates, Trout Unlimited’s image, fish- 
ing violators, and fishing etiquette. 


Toward the end of the meeting, Lacey 
Stephan, and John Hunter organized the 
hand vote by urging the group to try to make 
a decision which philosophy they support 
concerning the type of fishery they want 
with the AuSable. 

The local Trout Unlimited chapter, well- 
represented at the meeting, picked up at 
least seven new members following the pre- 
vious meeting. Several persons at the meet- 
ing urged others to join to give local fisher- 
men an organized voice. 

The local chapter will be holding a regular 
monthly meeting May 28rd and will be dis- 
cussing fishing regulations on the AuSable. 
For more information on the meeting call 
Bob Andrus or David Lemmen.

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Camp Grayling Adds 
94 National Guard 


Ninety four part-time National Guard 
positions will be added to Camp Grayling, 
announced Major General Vernon Andrews, 
Adjutant General of Michigan National 
Guard. 

The part-time jobs - involving National 
Guard training one weekend each month 
and two weeks of annual training - will add 
about $250,000 to the Camp Grayling 
National Guard unit’s total annual payroll. 


Camp Grayling Commander Colonel 
Gwilt said the 94 new positions have been 
combined with the 70 guards from the Camp 
Grayling Annual Training Site unit to forma 
new Installation Support Unit of Camp 
Grayling with 164 persons. 

New positions created at Carnp Grayling 
through the unit expansion will be nine 
computer operation jobs, comptroller jobs, 
an attorney position, chaplain, inspector

general, and public information officers. 
Additionally, the Camp Grayling main- 
tenance, supply, and engineering crews will 
be increased. 

Colonel Gwilt said Camp Grayling needed 
the additional personnel and has been 
working about three years to obtain them. 
He said more than half of the new National 
Guard positions should be filled by the end 
of May and by next June all of the 94 new 
spots should be filled. 

The Michigan National Guard Depart- 
ment of Military Affairs said the purpose of 
the Installation Support Unit of Camp Gray- 
ling is to provide logistical, maintenance, 
and fire fighting forces for the more than 
50,000 National Guards and Army Reser- 
vists that train at Camp Grayling each year.

Hatchery Opens May 25 
With 18,000 Trout 


Close to 18,000 trout will be in the race- 
ways at the Grayling Fish Hatchery this 
Saturday as the tourist attraction opens for 
the summer season, 

The trout will range as small as three-inch 
rainbows to 28-inch browns. 

The hatchery hours this year will be 8 
a.m. to 6 p.m. seven days a week starting 
this Saturday, May 25. 

Admission to hatchery is free. The hat- 


chery sells fish food for ten cents or in one 
dollar bags for visitors to feed the trout. The 
18,000 trout go through about a ton of fish 
food every 15 days from handouts by visitors 
and feedings twice a day from hatchery per- 
sonnel. 

This is the third year the hatchery has 
opened as a tourist attraction. In 1983, the 
hatchery had 37,500 visitors. In 1984, the 
hatchery had 38,711 visitors.

AuSable Trail Lawsuit 
Settied Before Hearing 


A lawsuit against the widening of AuSable 
Trail was settled in the chambers of Judge 
Alton Davis May 3rd before the case reach- 
ed the courtroom. 

The roadway will be 66 feet wide - the nor- 

mal width of county roads - but the new por- 
tion to be widened was moved 21 feet south. 
Moving the right-of-way 21 feet south pro- 
tects some of the land Shirley and Norm 
Schmoock were concerned about, and at the 
same time, allows the road commission to 
straighten out a curve. 
- The Schmoocks, of Grayling, had filed a 
lawsuit to prohibit the county road com- 
mission from widening AuSable Trail along 
their property.

They claimed the road commission was 
building the road across their property on 
AuSable Trail without their permission and 
they had found no record of the road com- 
mission filing an easement for road pur- 
poses. They contended the road commission 
had no legal right to use more than a 24-foot 
wide portion of the road commonly used. 

Both of the parties also agreed 

the road commission would pay $250 in costs 
to the Schmoocks as part of the out-of-court 
agreement. 
’ Grayling Township and the road com- 
mission are planning to widen and pave a 
two-mile length of AuSable Trail this sum- 
mer.

Have “church bingo” and 
state lotteries turned gamb- 
ling from a sin into a respec- 
table recreation? Al of us 
have read of the criminal 
charges brought against 
“compulsive gamblers” who 
have broken the law to 
satisfy their addiction. Dr. 
Robert L. Custer, chief of 
staff at Brecksville, Ohio, 
Veteran Hospital says, 
“compulsive gambling is a 
psychological addiction... 
classified as a disease.”’ He 
says his patients experience 
withdrawal syndromes of 
two-weeks’ duration accom- 
panied with “reaction rang- 
ing from restlessness to 
shakiness, severe headaches 
and diarrhea.” 

Gambling addiction 
develops from the sin of 
covetousness. That strong 
desire to have or possess 
that which one has not earn- 
ed or deserved is the lust of 
covetousness. God _ said, 
“thou shalt not covet” 
(Exodus 20:17). “Let your 
conversation be without 
covetousness; and be con- 
tent with such things as ye 
have...’”” (Hebrews 13:5). 

Gambling undermines the 
‘‘work ethic’ of the Bible. 
God says, ‘‘that if any would 
not work, neither should he 
eat” (II Thess. 3:10), and ‘in 
the sweat of thy face shalt 
thou eat bread” (Gen. 3:19). 
Gambling is an attempt to 
gain wealth without working 
for it or deserving it. 

Gambling destroys 
character. Judge Michael L. 
McKinley, past Chief Justice 
of the Cook County Criminal 
Court, said, “‘Gambling has 
grown gigantically as a 
business which produces 
nothing but grafters, embez- 
zlers, forgers, confidence 
men, pickpockets, burglars, 
and bandits.”’ I have per- 
sonally seen the poverty 
and crime which followed 
professional gambling into 


Atlantic City. The Presi- 


dents’ Commission on Law 


Enforcement and Adminis- 
tration of Justice reported 
that law enforcement of- 
ficials agree almost

unanimously that gambling 
is the greatest source of 
revenue for organized 
crime. It is estimated that 
about half of the gangland 
murders are connected with 
organized gambling. 

A generation ago when 
organized gambling was 
limited, President Harry 
Truman said, “If you want to 
be like Nevada, that’s your 
business. Nevada is the only 
black spot on the U.S. con- 
tinent...Legalized gambling 
is the worst thing in the 
world. J don’t believe in it. 
Too many people have jump- 
ed out of windows because of 
Nevada. It is a fever,”’ 

Gambling destroys com- 
passion toward others. It 
destroys families and 
friends. It places lust ahead 
of love. It produces greed 
and destroys sacrifice 
toward others. The spoils of 
gambling produce vanity. 
“Treasures of wickedness 
profit nothing...” (Prov. 
10:2). 

The Apostle Peter warned 
us to “‘abstain from fleshly 
lusts which war against the 
soul.” (I Pet 2:11). The 
Apostle Paul tells us to “‘Ab- 
stain from all appearance of 
evil.”’ (I Thess 5:22). Gam- 
bling is an evil lust of the 
flesh!!

If you have been even scanning the daily 
newspapers in Michigan for lo, these past 
many months, you'd think the conversion of 
Mr. Lucas was akin to another conversion of 
years past...when one Mr. Saul became one 
Mr. Paul, and subsequently achieved saint- 
hood, 

WHICH IS TO SAY that the conversion of 
Mr. Lucas has been one of the most master- 
fully executed political public relations ef- 
forts this humble essayist has witnessed in 
many, many years. 

If Mr. Lucas can run a county as well as 
he can maneuver political and public atten- 
tion, then Wayne County is out of the woods. 
And there are those of Mr. Lucas’ fans who 
will claim he does perform equally as well 
as a government official. 

We shall see, because his record in Wayne 
County will be hauled out and inspected in 


minute detail now that he is a potential . 


governor and now that he has created new 
political foes, namely his former 
Democratic allies. 

Hooray for Mr. Lucas. Anyone who can 
orchestrate the press and the politicians the 
way he has handled them is to be 
congratulated. 

REPUBLICANS generally hail the Lucas 
conversion, and Democrats generally betit- 
tle it of inconsequential concern. They are 
probably both overreacting. 

Mr. Lucas is not only a highly visible 
Democrat-turned-Republican, he is also 
now .a_ black Republican...and even 
Republicans will admit there are precious 
few of those around. 

Does Mr. Lucas’ switch indicate any sort 
of ethnic trend? Probably not, but who can 


Governor James Blanchard’s new pro- 
posal to cut workers’ compensation costs by 
addressing only administrative issues has 
won immediate support from some key law- 
makers, General Motors and the United 
Auto Workers, but drew sharp criticism 
from some business officials. 

The Governor said he expects the plan, 
which will go to a legislative task force, to 
be approved before the summer recess. 

The proposal evades the controversy over 
the definition of disability while focusing on 
streamlining the administrative procedures 
of the system. 

As such, it reflects much of the December 
recommendations of University of Michigan 
law professor Theodore St. Antoine, ap- 
pointed by the Governor as special counsel 
on worker's compensation. 

Drawing the most fire are the Governor's 
proposals to eliminate the June 30 sunset on 
the disability definition and appoint an ad- 
visory council of business and labor to study 
the issue, and to eliminate the ability of the 
appeals board to review the entire record of 
a case decided by administrative law exam- 
iners. 

Blanchard said the proposal would make 
the system more cost competitive and 
equitable for injured workers, although 
aides said exact cost savings are impossible 
“o calculate. 

And, alluding to GM’s forthcoming deci- 
sion on a site for its Saturn project, he said, 
“We are trying to do everything we can to 
improve cooperation because that could af- 
fect future business decisions.” 

The Governor said the administrative 
reforms will be a major improvement in the 
job climate and in administrative costs. 
“Further reforms will be much more attain- 
able if we can move out and clear up ad- 
ministrative problems,” he said. 

The Governor said he would create, by 
executive order, an advisory council equally 
represented by business and labor to ad- 
dress the definition issue as quickly as possi-

MR. LUCAS has pointed out that blacks 
have been electoral captives of the Demo- 
cratic Party for the last 50 years or so, and 
that some re-evaluation is in order.

Recall that in the past couple of national 
elections — and in some other cases, such as 
the state senatorial recall votes in suburban 
Detroit areas last year -- organized labor 
leaders in the exercise of their role as politi- 
cal leaders, turned around to see who was 
following them and found the crowd of blue 
collar adherents rather thin. 

Is the same sort of development about to 
occur in the ranks of black political 
adherency to the Democrats?

OR IS MR. LUCAS’ action simply because 
his way to higher office was blocked in the 
Democratic Party, and he has a good shot 
for the governor’s race or a Senate run as a 
Republican?

proposals to address administrative prob- 
lems, which he said constitute “the one 
universally acknowledged failure of the 
system - the crushing backlog of cases (five 
years).” 

Senate Labor Committee Chairman Doug 
Cruce (R-Troy), co-chairman of the task 
force, said he was encouraged by the 
proposal, saying “it will be 95 percent of 
what we’ll end up passing.

Michigan Manufacturers Association 
President John Thodis strongly opposed 
delaying action on the definition question, 
while applauding the proposed changes in 
administrative procedures. 

Commerce Director Doug Ross, who 
helped win the support of the UAW and GM, 
said the advisory council would not simply 
study the definition, but would be charged 
with the responsibility to resolve the issue 
as fast as possible. 

Major points of the Governor’s plan are to 
make the disability definition for occupa- 
tional disease consistent with that for 
traumatic injury; streamline the appeals 
process with a new appellate commission to 
hear new appeals while the existing board 
would clear away the existing backlog, set 
time limits on appeals, encourage voluntary 
arbitration, set new qualifications for ad- 
ministrative law examiners, encourage 
alternatives to contested cases, in part 
through expanded mediation, limit attorney 
fees by limiting the time period on which 
fees are calculated to 104 weeks and basing 
fees on benefits after deductions for other 
coverages, set a priority hearing calendar 


for cases, and adopt rules limiting medical . 


fees to the maximum allowed by out-state 
Blue Cross trust fee schedule.

Wilderness Society Workshop 
at Kirtland June 8th ) 


On Saturday, June 8th 
frorn 10 a.m. to noon, the 
Wilderness Society will be 
holding a workshop at Kirt- 
land Community College on 
the Huron/Manistee Plan - 
the proposed management 
plan for the Huron/Manistee 
National Forest. 

“We have a chance to 
learn from history,’’ said 
Michael Anderson, a Sagi- 
naw native who is directing 
the Wilderness Society’s 
Michigan effort under a six- 
month grant from the 
Charles Stewart Mott Foun- 
dation. ‘In the late 1800’s, 
logging companies clearcut 
huge areas in our state. 
There was probably no other 
state that was cut so indis- 
criminately.” ‘Now’, said 
Anderson, ‘“‘the forests are 
finally recovering. We owe it 
to future generations not to 
make the same mistake 
today that we did almost a 
century ago.” 

The public has until June 
24 to respond to the plan 
issued for the Huron and 
Manistee National Forests. 
The Huron is east of Gray- 
ling, while the Manistee is on 
Lake Michigan, north of 
Muskegon. A plan for the 
Hiawatha National Forest is 
likely to be released in July, 
while one for the Ottawa is 
expected in September. 


Comments on these two Up- - 


per Peninsula forests must 
be submitted within 90 days 
of the plans’ publication, 

The Wilderness Society 
will track all three plans but 
expects to concentrate on the 
Ottawa plan. It is one of 12 
around the country that the 
group will examine 
thoroughly and comment on 
in detail. Anderson will be 
backed up by scientists, 
economists and foresters 
from the Wilderness Society 
and elsewhere. 

Anderson is setting up 
workshops in various cities 
to bring citizens up to date on 
forest planning law and the 
most effective ways to in- 
fluence the plans for each 
forest. ‘‘People have the 
power to change these 
plans,” said Anderson, who 
has co-authored an authori- 
tative, 300-page article on 
forest planning that will ap- 
pear later this year in the 
University of Oregon Law 
Review. 

Anderson, 33, has degrees 
from Yale University and 
the University of Oregon and 
joined the Wilderness 
Society in January 1985. He 
has worked extensively on 
forest and wilderness issues, 


primarily in Oregon.

Some changes have 
recently been made in 
salmon snagging regulations 
in part of the state. Act 317, 
P.A. 1984 opened four areas 
to snagging for a period of 
three years: 1985, 1986, and 
1987. These are: 

a) The Sable River be- 
tween Hamlin Dam and the 
mouth of the Sable River in 
Mason County; 

b) the Pere Marquette 
River between signs located 
1/4 mile upstream and 3/4 
mile downstream, respec- 
tively, from the Scottville 
Bridge in Mason County; 

c) the big Manistee River 
betwee Tippy Dam and signs 
posted approximately one 
mile downstream from the 
dam in Mason County; and 

d) the Muskegon River 
between Croton Dam and the 
access site Icoated at Pine 
Avenue in Newaygo County. 

The season will be from 
September 10 to October 25, 
hook sizes will be: unweight- 
ed double or trebel pointed 
hooks not exceeding 3/8 inch 
from point to shank and un- 
weighted single pointed 
hooks not exceeding 1/2 inch 
from point to shank. 

This legislation also places 
a requirement of a snagging 
stamp for snagging in these 
four designated areas. Any 
individual needing a fishing 
license (all types of licenses, 
including daily and Senior 
Citizen) must also have a 
snagging stamp. A trout and 
salmon stamp is, of course, 
necessary also. 

The AuSable River from 
Foote Dam to Rea Road is 
also open to snagging. 
Regulations are the same 
mentioned above except that 
a “snagging stamp’ is not 
required on the AuSable.

adjustment, freeze, or delay 
in the COLA. I will continue 
to oppose any legislation, in- 
cluding budget resolutions, 
which include eliminating or 
postponing the adjustment 
for inflation. 

COLAs were introduced in 
the 1970’s to help social 
security recipients keep 
pace with inflation. Under 
the law, COLAs are auto- 
matically applied each year. 
The amount of the COLA is 
determined by the Consumer 
Price Index which measures 
the inflation rate for costs of 
all goods and services. The 


social security COLA is not 


applied when the CPI, or in- 
flation rate, falls below 3 
percent. It is anticipated 
that the January 1986 COLA 
will be approximately 4 per- 
cent. This means that the 
COLA will be automatically 
granted unless Congress 
passes legislation to prevent 
it. 

J am often asked how 
social security contributes to 
the deficit when it is a self- 
financing program. Social 
security is self-financing and 
at the present is enjoying a 


surplus in trust fund reser- — 


ves. However, social 
security funds are included 
in the accounting of all 
federal revenues, just as 
social security payments are 
considered when calculating 
ail federal expenditures. So, 
while granting the automatic 
COLA does not add to the 
deficit because it has 
already been factored into 
the budget estimates, 
freezing the COLA does 
reduce total federal outlays 
— and ultimately the size of 
the deficit. For example, 
let's say your monthly 
household budget includes 
$10 for telephone service. 
Unfortunately, your total 
monthly expenditures are 
$50 over budget. If you retain 
your telephone service, you 
will still be $50 in the red. 
However, if you eliminate it, 
the deficit will be reduced to 
$40. The same principle sp- 
applies for the social 
security COLA making it an 
inviting target for deficit 
reduction. a 

However, most senior 
citizens live on fixed in- 
comes, The COLA simply 
allows the elderly to main- 
tain their buying power from 
year to year. The House 
Aging Committee estimates 
that for 70 percent of social 
security recipients, the $389 
average monthly payment is 
the primary source of in- 
come, and for 30 percent it is 
the only source. I believe it is 
unfair to ask those least able 
to cope with inflation to 
shoulder this burden. For 
those living on fixed in- 
comes, an additional $10 or 
$15 a month has a significant 
impact.

Open Letter To The 
1985 Graduace 


As we approach the 
graduation season in our 
community, we all need to be 
mindful of a problem that 
plagues every city in 
America ~ the teenage drunk 
driver. It’s a fact that drunk 
driving is the leading cause 
of death for the 15 to 24 age 
group. The: overall death 
rate in our nation is 
declining for all ages except 
for our youth; on the 
average day, 11 teenagers 
are killed and 360 teens are 
injured in motor vehicle ac- 
cidents.

While drunk driving is a —

Meeting called to order by Mayor Thompson at 7:30 p.m- 

Members present: Golnick, Latuszek, Sloan, Sabin, Thomp- 
son. 

Members absent: None, 

Also in Attendance: Jerry W. Morford, City Manager, Allen 
V. Schreiner, City Treasurer, Don Geiss, WQON; Patricia

Motion by Sabin, supported by Golnick that the minutes of 
the meeting of April 8, 1985 be approved as presented.

Mr. and Mrs. Thayer appeared to discuss the street condi- 
tion along Plum & Ottawa Street. Mr. Thayer complained about 
the manner in which the streets are graded in the summer and 
snow plowed in the winter. He asked if something could be done 
to alleviate the situation. Mr. Thompson responded that the 
matter would be looked into and something would be done about 
it. 

Communications were received and noted. 

From Grayling Housing Commission re: Meeting Minutes of 
March 22nd and April 9, 1985. Ms. Latuszek asked if Council 
wished to have the Housing Director appear at a future meeting. 
Council agreed that this would be a good idea. 

From City Property Tax Board of Review re: Meeting 
Minutes. Some questions were asked to which Mr. Morford 
replied to the best of his knowledge. 

From M.M.L. re: Three Legislative Bulletins. 

From M.M.L. re: Region VIII & IX Meeting 5-16-85. Mr. 
Morford, Mr. Schreiner, and Mr. Golnick will attend the meet- 
ing. 

From ICMA re: 50th Anniversary of Council-Manager Plan. 
From Attorney Terrence Bloomquist re: Accident to Ms. 
Sharon Nelson. Mr. Morford stated that he has forwarded the 
letter to our Insurance Service Agent. 

Old Business. 

Discussion of the Crawford County Transit Authority took 
place. Mr. Morford presented several pieces of information for 
perusal, Included was a letter asking several questions of the in- 
volved governmental units. Mr. Thompson stated that it was 
self-evident that the City Council wished to have a Transporta- 
tion Athority. Mr. Morford noted that funding of the bus system 
came from fares, taxes and help from the State of Michigan and 
Federal Funds. None of this funding is used for the Airport. The 
net losses of the Airport operation have in the past been picked 
up by subsidies from the three participating governments. Ms. 
Latuszek stated that she was definitely disturbed by the tone of 
the letter. She also stated that she would not wish to sacrifice 
input by three governmental units to promote efficient opera- 
tion. Mr. Morford agreed. Mr. Sabin stated that according to the 
agreement that the government units did not have much control 
over the C.C.T.A. Board except for appointments to the board 
and/or funding the deficits. Mr. Morford stated that the 
C.C.T.A. Board was searching for answers. Mr. Sloan asked 
about Mr. Frederick’s position and title. Mr. Morford replied 
that he was the Executive Director. Mr. Frederick stated that 
the Crawford County Board of Commissioners were supportive 
of items 3, 4 and opposed to 5 of the letter. Mr. Sabin asked if 
any serious thought had been given to reducing the scope of the 
C.C.T.A. to just the Bus System. Mr. Frederick replied that it 
would take an amendment to the Inter-Goyernmental Agree- 
ment but he was certain that some thought had been given to 
this. Mrs. Schreiner asked why the State of Michigan or the 
National Guard do not help fund the Airport. Mr. Frederick has 
discussed this with the U.S. Department of Defense. Since they 
first built the facility they feel they have contributed all they 
can. He is continuing the discussions, Mr. Thayer commented 
that perhaps Reps. Bob Davis and Bill Schuette should be in- 
volved. Mr. Frederick noted that eleven months ago he contact- 
ed Bob Davis and has received no reply. Mr. Morford stated that 
at present the city’s share of the Airport deficit is approximately 
$4,000.00 per year. 

Motion by Sabin, supported by Sloan that Council pose the 
question to the C.C.T.A. as to whether or not that Board feels 
that the Airport is a worthwhile effort. Ayes: 5, Nays: 0, Absent: 
O, motion carried. 

Mr. Morford asked if the Council wished to remain as a part 
of the C.C.T.A. Council agreed that they do wish to remain in the 
organization. Mr. Sabin added that he is not a C.C.T.A. Board 
Member but that he feels that Mr. Frederick is doing an ex- 
cellent job. Mr. Thompson agreed. Mr. Golnick stated that since 
the millage for the bus line was passed on a county-wide basis he 
feels that the C.C.T.A. should be appointed and run by Crawford 
County. 

New Business. 

The City Manager presented Council with information 
related to the heating and air conditioning systems in City Hall. 
Further discussion will be had during the budget process. 

A letter from Meadowbrook Insurance Group was presented 
relating cost changes in our Fleet Insurance Policy.

The following Rules and Regulations have been established _ 
to facilitate maintenance of our cemetery and to reduce costs to @} 
taxpayers while maintaining a high quality facility. Please con- 
tact the Cemetery Sextant at the Grayling City Office if you 
have any questions regarding these rules or any matter not 
covered in the rules. 

The following are prohibited in city cemeteries. 

1. Fences on individual graves or lots. 

2. Gravel, limestone, plastic or other coverings on graves ex- 

cept live grass. 

3. Curbing bordering individual graves or lots. 

4, Mounding or raising above normal ground level. : 

The following items will require contact with the Cemetery 
Sextant prior to installation in Elmwood Cemetery. 

1. Trees and shrubs may not be planted without permission 
from the Cemetery Sextant who will assist in selection and place- 
ment of trees to avoid conflict with adjacent lots. . 

2. Monument foundation locations will be marked by th 
Cemetery Sexton. Foundations must be a minimum of 3” larger 
on all sides than the base of the stone or monument and shall Be 
installed at ground level. ‘ 

The following general rules also apply. 

t. Artificial Flowers - Artificial flowers will be allowed one 
week prior to Memorial Day and must be removed within one 
week following Labor Day weekend. Artificial flowers must be 
put in vase type containers or other means to hold them so as not 
to be scattered around. Any artificial flowers left after the 
removal date will be disposed of. 

2. Live Cut Flowers - All cut flowers will be removed from 
graves when they are withered and no longer attractive. 

3. Winter Burials - Winter burials will be without set ups, or 
services performed at the grave site. i 

4, Maintenance - Due to the high cost of maintenance, befor 
you do anything such as plant live flowers or place other items 
on your graves, nleag2-gontech the 
Office. Thank you. 

5. All funerals should be planned to leave the Cemetery by’ 
p.m. week days or 2 p.m. on Saturday to allow time for proper 
completion of work by cemetery crews.

Moped Operators 
Need License 


Secretary of State Richard 
Austin today reminded all 
moped operators that they 
must be registered and the 
operator licensed to ride on 
public roads and streets. 

Austin’s advice follows 
numerous complaints from 
the public and law enforce- 
ment officials that many in- 
dividuals mistakenly believe 


_ they can operate mopeds on 


highways without either a 
license or registration. 

All operators of these 
vehicles must have a driver 
license or a special moped 
license, be at least 15 years 
of age and register the 
vehicle with the Department 
of State. In addition, all 
operators under 19 years of 
age, must wear helmets. 


Under the Michigan 
Vehicle Code, mopeds are 
prohibited on freeways, 


must share a traffic lane 
with other vehicles and are 
prohibited from operating on 
sidewalks. The Code defines 
mopeds a two or three- 
wheel-ed vehicies, with no 
more than two brake horse- 
power and a top speed of 30 
miles an hour. 

Austin asked all moped 
dealers to inform buyers of 
requirements and furnish 
them with a copy of ‘‘What 


Every Motorcyclist and 
Moped Operator Must 
Know,’’ published by the 
Department of State.
